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On the second floor of the Bank 
of Canada building in Ottawa has 
just been set up a series of mech- 
anical robots which do everything 
but speak and think. 

Installed for the purpose of hand- 
ling all applications for War Sav- 
ings Certificates with speed and 
accuracy, these machines are opera- 
ted by a specially trained staff of 
some forty people and can handle 

_ up to 10,000 applications, and issue 

fas many certificates, In a single 
day. 

When an application for a War 
Savings Certificates is- received at 
the Bank of Canada ,the envelope 
is not slit open in the usual way 
by an office boy armed with a 
blunt knife. . Certainly not: The 
job is done in the modern way, 
with a’ machine. The envelope 
opener looks like a bacon slicer 
and slits through scores of envel- 
opes in the twinkling of an eye. 

From this “opening machine” the 
application, with its remittance, is 
passed to a staff of checkers who 
see to it that the amount of your 
remittance agrees with the sum 
stated on your application form. 
The money is then turned over to 
the teller and the application form 
to a staff of girls who operate a 
battery of “punching machines.” 

These machines look like type- 
writers but they are for mare than 
that. Into them are fed special 
cards. On these cards the girls 
type the name and address of the 
registered owner shown on the ap- 
plication form, as well as the 
number and value of the certifi 
cate applied for. 

But while the operator is typing 
this information along the top of 
the card, the machine at the same 
time is transcribing it in the form 
of small oblong slits which are 
automatically punched in the 
middle of the card as quickly as 
the operator can type. These slits 
perform the same function as the 
dots and dashes on an old fashion- 
ed music roll. 

When this operation {s completed 
the cards are fed into a sorting 
machine. |This machine can tell 
from the location of the slit on 
the card wheter the purchaser has 
bought a $5 certificate, a $10 cer- 
tificate or any other one of the 
five available denominations. The 
ecards are thus segregated, all $5 
cards falling into one compartment, 
$10 cards into another, and so on. 
It is almost like a pea sorter in a 
canning factory. . 

The cards pass’ through this 
machine at the rate of 500 a min- 
ute. To do the job by hand would 
require a staff of several hundred 
people working with their coats 
off for many hours at a stretch and 
even then speed would be sacrificed 
for accuracy. The machine, on the 
other hand, never makes a mistake, 
The sorted cards are ‘then passed 
to another more complicated mach- 
ine which looks like an automatic 
telephone exchange, but which is 
actually a small electrically operat- 
ed printing press. Just how comp- 
licated this machine actually is can 
be gathered from the fact that it 
is made up of over 40,000 separate 
parts. 

Into one end of this machine is 
set a roll of War Savings Certifi- 
cates of a given denomination, and 
into the other end are fed these 
specially punched cards, The op- 
erator presses a button, wheels 
start to turn, and out of the con- 
traption come the certificates’ in 
series, each bearing the name of 

‘some registered holder, his adress 
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and other information, Certificates 
can be printed by this macnine ai 
the rate of 1500 an hour with in- 
fallible accuracy, 


When the certificates have thus 
been prepared for mailing, they. 
proceed to still another machine 
which folds, inserts and finally 
seals them in o special window 
envelope. There will be no frayed 
tongues in the mailing department 
handling War Savings  Certifi- 
cates; the machine even licks the 
gummed flaps. Because of these 
modern mechanical contrivances, 
the War Savings Certificates will 
reach purchasers quickly in sani- 
tary: packages, untouched by 
human hands. :

OVER 5,000 CHILDREN WILL 
SEEK REFUGE IN CANADA 
BEFORE JULY 25th 


From 5,000 to 5,500 British child- 
ren, between the ages of 5 and 15 
years inclusive, will be given re- 
fuge here from war-troubled 
Europe, during the course of the 
month of July, according to an an- 
nouncement in the House of Com- 
mons by Hon. T. A. Crerar, Mini- 
ster of Mines and Resources. They 
will be placed in good Canadian 
homes for the duration of the War. 

Offers to take these children in 
and give them a'.omfortable home 
have been pouring in to the pro- 
vincial organization set up for that 
purpose. The number of offers far 
exceeds the demands for the pre- 
sent time. 

The children are to be sent to 
Canada only with the full approval 
of their parents or guardians. The 
Dominion Government will use its 
medical officers and its immigra- 
tion authorities overseas for exam- 
ination of the children before sail- 
ing. It will take charge of their 
reception at Canadian ocean ports, 
and provide transportation and 
care en route to provincial distri- 
bution centres. Welfare organiza- 
tions in the provinces will co-oper- 
ate with the Dominion Government 
in their placement and after-sup- 
ervision,
